'ollowlng declaration on thiV monetary 
question .which has been forced into the 
eading places among the issues of to- 
day. 
The Federal constitution names 


sll.er nnd gold together as the money of 
the United States. Th« ftrst coinage law 
passed by Confess under the constitu- 
tion made the silver dollar the unit of 
value and admitted sold to free coinage 
at a ratio measured by tho silver dol- 
lar unit. 
From the beginning of the government, 


following a policy formulated by Thomas 
Jefferson and finally established by Jack- 
son, the Democratic party has been tho 
party of bimetallism favoring the free 
coinage of both silver and gold at the 
national mints and opposed to a fanning 
out to banking coiporatlons the govern- 
ment's sovereign power of Issuing and 
controlling the money of the people.

This' measure. It will be observed. Is 
Ike the Colmado law In many respects:

In all parties, may 
agree: and we earnestly hope It will be 
adopted—not go much because It will

A CAR OF LUBRICATING OIL GOES 


UP IN SMOKE. 


Jt Illuminated the AT hole Western llorl-

square tanks, one In each end. On top 
of theao there were somo smaller, round 
eteel tanira of oil. _ 


A train of cars'was backed into the ear. 


at the end away from the lire, and It was 
culled off down toward this city about a 
quarter of a mile, and then left to burn. 
In a little whllo the oil In the tanks was 
boiling hot. and began to shoot out of the 
top, and then a column of (lame phot up 
toward the sky with an explosion that 
sent the too of the car. with part of the 
>ldos.- flying on all sides. Tho red glare 
jwas easily visible In this city, and before 
long all the west-bound cars were loaded 
down with people, men, women and chil- 
dren. In a little while there were at least 
a thousand people watching the pyro- 
technics. Tho Colorado City lire com- 
pany was on hand, and had lots of fun 
saulrtlnc water In the general direction 
of the fire, for It was too hot to come 
within actual reach • with a. stream of 
water. 


The thickest part of the crowd was In 


a hay Held on the north side of the 
tracks, with a little bluff going down to 
the burnlngrcar. When the .heat cot too 
Kieat the top of one of the tanks blew 
off. and Instantly a creat hall of «mnkr>, 


• gas and flame rolled up and out toward 


the crowd. It singed some of them, and 
«car«d the rest until they, thought death 
was right at hand. There was a wild 
scramble, and a hundred men, women 
and^hlldren hung up against a barb-wire 
fence at the same time. Women fainted, 
men screamed and swore, and pande- 
monium reigned. When the Kieat pillar 
of fire had rolled harmlessly and beauti- 
fully heavenward, the crowd gathered 
themselves together again. 
There was 


only one seriously hurt, a young man 
named May, whose parents live at Chey- 
en.ne Canon. He received several severe 
cuts, and was taken to the office of a 
physician. But there were dozens who 
got slight gashes In various parts of the 
body, and the destruction of clothing was 
considerable. 
When the second tank 


went up, the crowd was at a safe dis- 
tance. 


The fire was a brilliant spectacle, and 


lighted up the whole town. When the 
exDloalons occurred, the flames reached 
folly a hundred feet In height, and then 
a Kieat ball of smoke and flame detached 
Itself and rolled off higher and higher, 
until the fire went out-of It, and left only 
a great black mass of smoke. The fire Is 
supposed to have originated In a spark 
from a locomotive, but nothing definite 
Is known. Travel on the main line was 
cut off for about three hours, as after the 
fire was out, the hot debris had to cool 
•nd the waived rails and burned ties 
had to be replaced. The total damage 
was about $3.000. 
It w«* a rich harvest for the'Rapid 
Transit company and for the saloons. 
Every car was crowded for several hours, 
and the saloons were filled until a late 
hour.
